CUTTING FREIGHT RATES. 

NEW YORK, April 3.—The cutting on 
through rates.of freight from the West to 
ports in the United Kingdom and on the von- 
tinent, going on almost  wuninterrupt- 
edly by the frequently recurring 
pools and tariff combinations for 
several years past, latterly has been more 
decided than ever, and rates are now lower 
than ever was known before. This 
is owing principally to . the large 
increase in the number -of §freightt 
carrying steamers plying between _ this 
and other portions of the country and Europe, 
and to the severe competition between them 
for cargoes. Provisions by steam quoted from 
city port at 20 to 22 shillings per tonto the 
United Kingdom, at25 to 30 shillings to the 
continent. On Tuesday 100,000 bushels of 
wheat for Liverpool was taken at 51-2 pence 
per bushel. Through rates of flour from the 
West to Europe are as low as 2 to 3 shillings 
per brli., and 18 shillings 9 pence to 22 shill- 
ings 6 pence per ton for flour in sacks. Much 
eagerness is displayed to secure cargoes at 
these prices. 

A NEW YORK SUBURB.

Only Three Colored | Families Arrive on 
the City of Vicksburg. 


The Emigration Craze Amongst the Nezroes 
Dying Out--The Wild Statements 
of the Immigrants. 


A rumor prevailed on the streets this morn- 
ing that the steamer City of Vicksburg had 
landed at the levee with several hundred col- 
ored immigrants bound for Kansas. 

A Post-DIspaTcu reporter visited the boat, 
where he learned that only three families 
were on board. They brought with them 
their household goods and teams, and will 
settle on Government land in the Western part 
of Kansas. They had with them sufficient 
means to enable them to get to their new 
home, and seemed in good spirits. 

The colored people said they were leaving 
the South because they were being constantly 
threatened and abused by the white people, 

‘*Tf,’’ said one, ‘‘a colored family goes to 
work and gets alittle home and property of 
their own, they are harassed and perss- 
cuted by the white people until their happi- 
ness is destroyed.’’ 

These families were from the country just 
above Vicksburg. They said a general dis- 
satisfaction existed among the colored popula- 
tion in that section and that the immigration 
from there would be much larger if the peo- 
ple had the means to get away. 

In conversation with the officers of the boat 
the reporter learned that the excitement 
among the colored people was dying out. 
They no longer congregate in large bodies at 
the steamboat landings ready to leave if the 
opportunity only presents itself. 
The feeling prevails that it will be 
best for them to await the result 
ofthe immigration that has already taken 
place.

A BEASTLY BEATING.

A Ten-Year-Old Boy Brutally 
Whipped by a Priest. 


An Outrage Committed in St. Peter and 
Paul’s Parochial School. 


Mrs. Feiferlick Concludes to Prosecute Father 
Reici for Cruelty to-Her Son. 


A case of shocking brutality to a child ia 
the Catholic school belonging to the parish of 
St. Peter and Paul’s Church, in this city, has 
just come to light. St. Peter and Paul’s 
Church is situated in the southern part of the 
city, at the corner of Ann avenue and Seventh 
street. The parishis a very large one, and 
there are about 1,500 children in the school. 
Most of the membership of the church consists 
of Germans and Bohemians, a hard-working. 
industrious people, and devotedly attached to 
their religion. 

One of the members of the parish and a 
patron of the school is 

MRS. FEIFERLICK, 
who lives on the corner of Eleventh and 
Geyer avenue. She was educated at the 
parochial school herself, and now sends her 
little boy, a bright fellow, ten or twelve vears 
of age, but of rather delicate health. 

The school is conducted by a number of 
priests and sisters. 

Mrs. Feiferlick kept her boy out of school a 
month or two last fall because he was sick and 
unable to attend. This, it is said, angered 
the priests in charge as well as the sisters, and 
they have cherished some ill will towards Mrs. 
Feiferlick ever since. 

Mrs. Feiferlick pays for the tuition of her 
son and pays it in advance. 

The boy returned to school in February. 
On last Thursday, just a week ago to-day, he 
wus so cruelly and savagely beaten by a sister 
and a priest that he is ngw at home under 
medical treatment. It appears that during the 
afternoon recess, but while all the children 
were in their seats, one of the pupils shot a 
bean across the floor to young Feiferlick, who 
caught it and threw it back. 

This was the signal for the sisterin charge 
to callup both the offenders and make them 
hold out their hands... The instrument of 

‘punishment was the 
é BUTT END OF A RAW-HIDE. 
It had been cut in half and the little end 
probably threwn away because it was not 
heavy enough. 

The Feiferlick boy got the worst of the 
beating, owing probably to the grudge against 
his mother. His wrist andthe lower 
part of his left arm were pounded 
until they swelled up to double 
their proper size. The pain became so in- 
tense from the blows that the boy threw his 
arms together and tried to shield himself. 
This, enraged the sister to such an extent 
that she threatened to calla policeman. The 
boy begged to be allowedto go home. The 
little fellow was almost frightened to 
death, and stood in the corner of 
the room trembling like a blade 
of grassinastorm. The sister did not call a 
policeman, but called a priest, one Father 
Reici. He immediately took the butt of the 
cowhide by the smaller end, seized the boy by 
the right arm, and began to beat him with all 
his strength. His victim, by this time, 
in an almost fainting condition, fell 
down on his knees and threw up his 
left arm, which was already bleeding from the 
blows the sister had inflicted, and tried to pro- 
tect his head. 

TUE SAVAGE PRIEST 
Aruck i just above the elbow and nearly brok 
it. then beat him on the back and on the 
left side till the welts rose up as large as a 
man’s finger. 

The child went home and horrified his mother 
by pulling off his shirt and showing her his 
bruised and mangled condition. She imme- 
diately took him and weut downto the school 
and asked for an explanation. She got no 
satisfaction. She returned home and took her 
son to a physician, who examined him and 

were neces- 
sury, the same time pro- 
nouncing the beating a most 
unmitigated piece of savagery. 

A reporter of the Post-DISPATCH called at 
Mrs. Feiferlick’s and saw the boy this morn- 
ing. He was suffering considerable pain, but 
is notin a dangerous condition. The out- 
raged mother, with tears in her eyes, un- 
buttoned the little fellow’s shirt and 
pulled it down for the reporter to see 
for himself. It has been a_i week 
since the beating was inflicted, but the signs 
that vet remain speak too plainly of the bru- 
tality of the sister and the priest. The boy’s 
left arm is black fromthe shoulder to the el- 
bow, his back is badly bruised and covered 
with long black marks, while his left side is 
in the same condition. 

Mrs. Feiferlick has resolved to prosecute 
the priest, Reici, and has made two visits to 
Mr. Dierkes, Assistant Prosgeuting Attorney 
in the Court of Criminal Correction, with the 
intention of swearing out a warrant of arrest. 
Mr. Dierkes, with the hope of keeping down 
a great scandal, wrote a letter to the priest in 
charge of the St. Peter and Paul’s Parochical 
School, and advised him to see Mrs. Feiferlick 
and settle the matter amicably, if possible. 
The latter called onthe lady and admitted 
thatsuch a severe punishment was hasty, to 
say the least, and offered to pay the boy’s 
doctor bill. Mrs, Feiferlick indignantly re- 
jected the proposition and on yesterday 

EMPLOYED MR. JAY L. TORRY, 
the well known young attorney, to 
prosecute a suit for damages against 
the managers of .the school. She 
told the Post-Dispatcn reporter this 
morning that she intended to follow Father 
Reici to the utmost limit of the law.

Capital stands ready and waiting to 
build a line more convenient which will 
carry them fora single fare, but when the 
people who are to be served and the capital- 
ists who are to serve them go to the Legis- 
lature to get permission to make so ordinary 
an improvement in the accommodations of 
local travel they find themselves opposed by 


no other motive than the desire to per- 
petuate a monopoly. 

The matter rests entirely with the Legis- 
lature, and the only circumstance which 
could justify any legislator in maintaining 
the monopoly would be if there was a ne- 
cessity of complying with a valid contract. 
Ifno such contract exists, all the argu- 
ments of the monopoly are a mere waste of 
breath. So far as we can learn their argu- 
ments are first a patriotic apprehension that 
the city will be ruined by the gridiron of 
street car rails. Inasmuch as they have 
taken good care to lay tracks on as many 
streets as they could the argument in 
their mouth. sounds rather ridiculous. 
Their second argument is an equally pa- 
triotic apprehension that if this law is re- 
pealed it will be ‘fan attack on capital,”’’ 
and will “frighten capital away from St. 
Louis.’”’ In other words, while they are 
afraid that it will cause capital to be invest- 
ed in competition with them, they are posi- 
tive that it will prevent capital from being 
invested at all. Surely, if the repeal will 
frighten capital from St. Louis, the monop- 
oly need not fear competition; if it will 
cause the multiplication of street car com- 
panies it can gardly be a deadly blow at the 
interests of capital. 

These arguments are too flimsy to be 
noticed, but they are not more flimsy than 
the pretense of a contract, which is an after- 
thought of the monopoly. The return made 
to the city for the concession which is 
asked to be perpetuated is, first, a license 
somewhat less than is charged other vehi- 
cles plying for hire, and second, the main- 
tenance of the roadway which is somewhat 
interfered with by the tracks. To show 
how utterly absurd is the pretense that 
there was any contract about this, it is only 
necessary to say that within a month the 
street car interest tried to have the city 
charter amended so as to exempt them from 
this very lax condition. In other words, 
when they see a chance of escaping from it, 
it is not a contract, but merely a tax which 
the city can remit; when it may serve to 
prevent competition, it is a contract which 
the Legislature cannot annul. An interest 
which is driven to such desperate expedients 
to maintain its cause is ina very bad way 
indeed. 

Instead of accepting the idea that three 
or four favored corporations have obtained 
a monopoly of the streets of St. Louis, we 
do not hesitate to lay it down as a funda- 
mental principle of common law that 
there can be no such thing as an exclusive 
right to use the streets of a city for any pri- 
vate purpose whatever. A street in an in- 
corporated city is a public thoroughfare, 
freely open to the.use of all citizens on the 
same conditions; every citizen, every ve- 
hicle, every corporation, has the indefeasi- 
ble right to use the street on the same con- 
ditions as any other citizen or any other 
vehicle or any other corporation, and no 
city government and no Legislature pos- 
sesses authority to say that a track laid in 
a street and occupying a public thorough- 
be the exclusive property of a 
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to know that they find ¢ to read a daily f 


sion, not only of the streets they encumber, 
but of the parallel streets within a zone 
half a mile wide. -No more monstrous 
claim was ever set up in opposition to pub- 
lic interests and public rights, and the at- 
tempt to assert it ought to be made the 
occasion of a salutary lesson. It is time to 
assert the claim that the streets are owned 
by the whole body of the people, and that 
franchises to use them are granted for public 
convenience, and an enactment defining this 
principle in very plain terms would be in 
accordance with good law, sound sense, 
common justice and public interest. 


IMPORTANT SECRET HISTORY. 

In a recent interview with Senator Mc- 
Donald, of Indiana, he expressed the opin- 
ion that there would be a severe contest be- 
tween Tilden and the elements opposed to 
him, but that Tilden would be beaten.-: He 
thought that the Democratic candidaie 
would be either Hendricks or Thurman. 
**T don’t see,’’ said he, “how Hendricks 
can again take the second place on the tick- 
et. It was a sacrifice on his part to do it 
before. His friends in Indiana are hostile 
to his playing second fiddle to Mr. Tilden. 
It is not true that Hendricks is deficient in 
pluck and fortitude. He is not a belliger- 
ent man, but in action is firm and sound. 
I don’t think he is a man of intense ambi- 
tion. When called to station, however, he 
acquits himself like aman. The people of 
Indiana love him, and I think the Republi- 
cans there have perfect confidence in his 
ability. *’ 

But the most important statement made 
by the Senator was in reference to the 
great theft of the presidency, the creation 
of the Electoral Commission and Mr. Til- 
den’s action, or rather want of action, in 
thatconnection. Said he: ‘“‘Mr. Tilden had 
it in his power to stop the Electoral Com- 
mission at any time. He could have done 
it when Judge Davis refused to sit. Judges 
Field and Clifford wanted Tilden to inter- 
pose at that time and stop the Commission, 
because they knew that the Republican Judges 
would be partisan.”’ 

To fully understand the significance of 
this statement it must be remembered 
that the bill creating the Elec- 
toral Commission left the selec- 
tion of the fifth Judge, who practically 
had the decision of the Presidency, to 
Judges Field, Clifford, Miller and Strong; 
that the general expectation upon which 
the bill alone was passed was that Judge 
Davis would be the fifth Judge, as he was 
independent of both parties, while the only 
other Judge who could be 
Bradley, a notorious partisan, 


chosen was 
who owed 
his elevation to the Supreme Court by Grant 
to Robeson’'s corrupt influence; that when 
Judge Davis’ unexpected election to the 
Senate caused his declination to serve on 
the Commission Mr. Bradley’s choice was 
inevitable; and that the whole scheme of 
the Electoral Commission would have failed 
and the theft of the Presidency could have 
been prevented by the declination of Judges 
Clifford and Field to serve ,if Mr. Tilden 
bad consented to that course. 

But of course Mr. Tilden could not make 
up his mind what to do. Though, accord- 
ing to the statement of Senator McDonald, 
two ofthe Supreme Judges themselves told 
him what everybody already suspected, that 
Bradley’s decision would be partisan, Mr. 
Tilden co not make up his mind what 
to do, or gay anything, or advise or lead 
when every ody) tooked to him for leader- 
ship. 

There is no doubt now that even after the 
passage of the electoral bill the plot to steal 
the Presidency could have been frustrated 
if Mr. Tilden had had the courage of a man. 
And there never was any doubt that before 
that surrender of the constitutional rights of 
the majority and the Democracy took place, 
in the long and trying days of the crisis 
between the day of the election in Novem- 
ber and the succeeding February, when the 
electoral scheme was agreed upon, there 
were at least a dozen stages in which the 
success of the great fraud could have been 
prevented had the President-elect been a 
man of nerve and speech. 

The man who, after all, made R. B. Hayes 
President of the United States, was Samuel 
J. Tilden. 


UNIVERSAL, NOT LOCAL. 

Tax-dodging seems to be universal, not lo- 
cal. A correspondent of the London Times in 
Egypt points out that the most shameless 
abuse of that country is the exemption of 
two hundred thousand Europeans from 
bearing any share of the public burdens. 
The Europeans are the richest people in the 
country. ‘They are the only ones who have 
profited by the Khedive’s extravagances. 
And yet, under the operation of old 
treaties, the European bankers and mer- 
chants resident in Egypt escape all share of 
the public burdens. Moreover, these ex- 
empted residents are the holders of the 
Egyptian bonds, and they are clamoring 
that more taxes shall be put upon the com- 
mon people to meet the interest upon them, 
and to pay for new luxuries for the Khe- 
dive, from which they will profit.. Says Mr. 
Ralli, the writer of the letter referred to: 

It is, I think, a crying scandal to see the 
unfortunate fellah screwed down for the ben- 
efit of the landowners, while the bankers and 
merchants of Alexandria—who, I may add, 
are the only people in Egypt who have profit- 
ed by the Khedive’s extravagances—are now 
to be the sole inhabitants of the country who 
are not to feel any of the evil consequences of 
his Government; unless, Indeed, he eventual- 
ly becomes bankrupt. 

The New York Graphic, from which we 
copy the above, adds the following observa- 
tions, which are peculiarly applicable to 
this city and our own prominent tax- 
dodgers : 

The Egyptian fellah suffers because the rich. 
European is not taxed. The New Yorker sutf- 
fers because millionaires and rich corporations 
are not made to bear their full share of the 
public burdens. The remedy 1s the same in 
Africa as in America. Rich and poor must 
pay according to their means for the support 
of the Government. There must be no ex- 
emptions. LN

Remarkable Scenes in the Tourna- 


ment at Gilmore’s Garden. 


Two Rows and Three Withdrawals the 
Fourth Day. 


[From the New York Suan. ] 

The fourth day of the women’s tournament 
in Gilmore’s Garden was most exciting and 
disastrous, although the number attending 
was slim, Out of the eignteen who started on 
the six days’ walk, ten appeared: La 
Chapelle, Von Berg, Kilburn, Tobias, Cush- 
ing, Rich, Farrand, Wallace, Williams and 
Varn Klamisch. Among those in the front 
rank, and looked upon by about anevenly 
divided bouse as winners, were Von Berg and 
Chapelle. Von Berg’s score stood 199 miles, 
while Chapelle was fifteen miles behind her. 
The little Frenchwoman walked very fast, 


and began to gain on her heavier companion. 
She made twenty miles without arest, and her 
stock rose rapid - 

In the meantime Rich, the Boston book 
agent, —— to cut up strange antics. She 
reversed her walk about 2a. m., going in an 
opposite direction from the others, and insist- 
ing on turning outon the wrong side. Her 
hair hung oe over her shoulders, her eyes 
were wild and glaring, andshé appeared to be 
losing her balance. First she ran against 
Wallace, then collided on the shoulder with 
Kilbury, and finally brought up against 
tottering Van Klamasch. The man- 
ager then informed the fractious book 
agent that she must keep her place or she 
would be taken from the track. She then re- 
tired to her tent, = vengeance, 
making loud charges of fraud against the 
scorers. On her trainer attempting to reason 
with her, she struck bim over the head with a 
stick, and, grasping her walking whip, hit 
Plummer across the face. The strain of the 
terrible walk had proved too much for the 
peer girl’s brain. At 2:30 she was withdrawn, 

aving walked only 131 miles 6 laps. 

La Chapelle and Von Berg kept on with 
vigorous strides until 5:33 a. m., when the 
little Frenchwoman darted into her tent and 
hysterically announced her determination to 
retire from the race. This astonished her 
doctor and backers, and they expostulated 
with her, endeavoring to persuade her to re- 
turn to the track. 

‘*Tf there was $10,000 at the end of this lap 
I would not go there to getit,’’ she exclaimed 
in a rege. 

The following version of the cause of her 
anger was given by those who were present in 
her tent at the time, one of whom was a well- 
known athlete and another a professional gen- 
tleman of standing: 

Mr. La Chapeile was with two French women 
in a box near the track. ‘The women laughed 
and jeered the struggling pedestrienne, and it 
was said that her husband joined in the cruel 
and heartless pastime. Madame La Chapelle 
said something to her husband in French, and 
then darted into her tent. Her husband soon 
followed her, and joined the others in urging 
her to return. 

‘*No,’’ she said, ‘‘I have madea pail full 
of money for that man, and he goes and gets 
drunk. Now he will have to work for his own 
living.’’ 

In a short time there was a reconciliation 
between man and wife,but the woman would 
not again take to the sawdust. 

They hurried away to their rooms ina 
French restaurant. When asked for an 
explanation of the trouble at the Gar- 
den, they both talked at the same time 
for afew moments, when, at the reporter’s 
suggestion, they politely relieve each 
other at the end of short sentences, in ‘sub- 
stance thus: 

Mme. Chapelle—I left ze walk because I had 
no fair show. 

Mons. Chapelle—Last Friday we found a big 
stick candy, all vet vid something, under 
her pillow. 

Madame—Yes; it might have been chloro- 
form, or something else bad. 

Monsieur—You zee, we were strangers. We 
had no show. 

Madame—lI could gain on Von Berg any time 
I want. She wanted to whip me three or four 
times. She got very mad at me. 

Monsieur—They sheated us on ze laps. We 
got letters tellings us to vatch. We did vatch, 
and saw ve vas sheated. 

Reporter—How much? 

Monsieur—Zome Zaid ten miles. 

Reporter—But most of the scorers are young 
athietes of good reputation. 

Monsieur—V ell, it might not be so mooch. 

Madame—Zen we heard that fifty men were 
coming up to-night to raise a row, and we did 
not want to see it. 

Reporteer—W ho were the men? 

Monsieur—I don’t know. Zome said they 
were friends of ours, coming to see us have 
fair play. 

Madame—Yes, I was discouraged. When 
you valk, you vant nothing to bother you. 

Reporter—Do you think you could have won 
the belt? 

Madame—Yes, if§I had not been discour- 
aged. 

Reporter—Have you seen the belt? 

Monsieur—Yes. 

Reporter—How much is it worth? 

Monsieur—About $200. 

Reporter—Is there any gold in it? 

Monsieur—No. It’s all silver. 

Reporter—I have heard a different story 
from the managers about the cause of your 
stopping. Please inform me exactly how it 
occurred. 

Madame—I was chasing Von Berg close up. 
She turned; then I turned and went the same 
way as she did. Then after a while she turn- 
ed again, und so did I. Then one of the 
scorers placed a stick in front of me and or- 
dered me to go the other way. ‘I saw there 
vas no chance for a fair valk, so I stopped. I 
had walked the last twenty miles without a 
rest, and was as strongas ever I was. 

Monsieur—Yes, zat was it. 

This conversation occurred about 4 o’clock. 
At 5 o’clock an application arrived ac the 
Garden from Madame La Chapelle to be al- 
lowed to go on the track. This, the manager 
said, could not be allowed. 

At 4 o’clock poor gray-haired Farrand with- 
drew from the track at the urgent request of a 
physician. She had been hobbling around 
painfully with her left knee and feet lame and 
sore. There was no earthly chance for her in 
the race. When requested to withdraw in the 
morning, her eyes filled with tears and she 
begged to be permitted to <2 on. She would 
not have deserted the track in the afternoon 
if the physician had not informed her in 
peremptory tones that if she walked another 
mile it would be at the peril of herlife. Far- 
rand had walked 179 miles. 

At 5 o’clock Eva St. Clair, who was strick- 
en down early on a morning, was car- 
ried from her tent in a helpless sondition. She 
had lain there over fifty hours. Her face had 
the appearance of death on it as she was ear- 
ried tbrough the group atthe door. Dr. F. 
B. Clarke, who superinteaded her removal, 
wore the most anxious countenance in the 
Garden. The woman was reported te be in a 
dying condition last night. 

Just after this Kilburn, the girl of 16, limp- 
ed by with pale, distorted face. At the sug: 
gestion that the girl should be taken from the 
track, a physician remarked: ‘‘That is so; in 
all likelihood she wili suffer the tortures of 
the the remainder of her life for this 
walk, 

An hour after this, Kilburn trotted around 
the track with flushed cheeks. 

Atilp. m., the close of the fourth day, 
the score stood: Von , 262; Wallace, 
245; Kilburn, 239; Tobias, 219; Van Klamasch, 
208 ; Cushing, 198; and Williams, 186. 

Von Berg appeared strong and determined, 
Kilburn was going steadily, Tobias was walk- 
ing eusily with long, graceful steps, Van 
Klamasen was pale and lame, Williams and 
Cushing were taking needed rest, while Wal- 
lace, the English woman, was tough and 
belligerent. On finishing her 246th mile she 
said, **1’ll whip that Dutch scorer if it costs 
me $20.’ This was intended for one of 
them who accidentally hung up the wrong 
figure. In speaking of Kilburn, whom she 
was dogging, she said, ‘‘She may beat me in 
her mind, but she can’t in her legs.’’ 


The Romance of Shoe Machinery. 

{Boston Correspondence of the San Francisco Call.) 

To go back over twenty yearz, there were 
scattered all over New England many towns 
known as shoe towns, where in shops the 
leather was cut by hand, then was parceled 
out to makers or ‘‘bottomers,’’ who fora 
portion of the year labored upon the land and 
a portion of the year as fishermen, but at odd 
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pegs made in New England, a 
sell from 65 cents toe 75 cents pe 
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shoes pegged with it. e whole expense of 
this peg-wood averaged about one-fourth of a 
cent per pair.. Nearly 1,000 of these pegs are 
driven into the shoes in a minyte, and there 
are about four to six pegs te an inch, or about 
twenty-two inches of pegging to a shoe. Over 
200 varieties of shoe machines are now in the 
market. The man who invented this peg- 
wood had to borrow money to enable him to 
perfect his device an pay the fees 
of the solicitor and D yaw office, besides hay- 
ing borrowed $60,000 in order to introduce it 
into the market. It cost the parties who in- 
vented and introduced into the shoe shops the 
‘*cable screw-wire’’ machine $300,000. Six 
hundred pairs of pegged shoes can now be 
made a day by a gang of 
ten men. Where before shoe shops existed 
throughout New England new shops have be- 
come larger, labor is classified, and receives a 
larger compensation (strikes to the contrary 
notwithstanding), w have advanced 0 to 
100 per cent tothe laborer, and the shoe in 
quality is twenty-five per cent better 
twenty-five years ago.

Never were a thousand men more determin- 
ed. The railroad company cannot afford to 
invite the consequences of such a struggle. 
The settlers express 2a purpose to die 
by their bearthstones rather than 
submit to the contemplated outrages, 
and call upon the officers of the law to 
resign rather than execute the processes in- 
voked to drive their friends and neighbors 
from the homes which they have built up. 
Unless prudence upon the part of the railroad 
shall prevail, it is more than probable that the 
first great blow against land monopoly and 
corporation greed will be struck in the San 
Joaquin Valley.

TOM BUFORD’S FIGHTS. 


Dark incidjents in the Career of a Vil- 
: ) | Double-Dyed. 
(From the Cincinnati Commercial. | 
, LEXINGTON, Ky., March 28.—Gus, Abe, 
Henry C., Thomasand St. Clair were the 
sons of the late Willianr Buford, of Woodford 
county, who, if 1 rememberrightly, was the 
son of an elder brother of Col. Abraham Bu- 
ford, of the revolutionary army. Gen. Napo- 
leon B. Buford, of Illinois, and the late gal- 
Jant-Gen. John Buford, of the United States 
army, were their firs} cousins. The Buford 
estate was near that of the Alexanders, of 
- Woodburn, to whom it nearly all now be- 
longs. St. Clair, or ‘‘Sink,’’ the youngest 
of the brothers, early developed 
into a dangerous madman, possessed of a 
homicidal mania. His brawls were numerous 
—in fact, he was seldom out of one. My im- 
pression is that his private graveyard holds 


the bodies of three victims to his shot-gun, 
pistol or knife. At length, for some slashing 
exploit of his, he was arrested in Versailles, 
and in his wild rage openly threatened the 
life of a Mr. Carter, the officer who interfered 
with his playful pastime. The people of Ver- 
‘ sailles had grown weary of St. Clair’s eccen- 
tric disportations; the crack of his firearms 
and the flash of his steel haa become decid- 
edly monotonous; so that a deputation of 
citizens made a demand upon Thomas 
F. Marsbail to prosecute him. To _ this 
‘sevyerybody’s Cousin Tom’’ strongly de- 
murred, forthe very natural and sufficient 
reason that ‘*Sink’’ had already a grudge 
against, and would be sure to kill him at the 
very first opportunity. But his vanity yielded 
to the pressure, and finally he reluctantly 
assented, on two4andamental conditions pre- 
<edent: First, that his premium,a handsome 
one, shouk? be paid in advance; second, thata 
double-barreled shot-gun should be serupul- 
ously cleaned and carefully loaded with buck- 
shot, and a man be placed with it just outside 
the Court-house door, so that in case St. 
Clair made the slightest demonstration, he 
might be able to anticipate his deadly inten- 
tions. -The terms were agreed to and univer- 
sally approved, and the programme arranged 
accordingly. Marshall made one of his grand- 
st efforts, but his intended ‘*subsequent 
proceedings’’ were rendered unnecessary 
by the decisive action of Carter,’ the 
threatened officer, who, while the trial was 
progressing and in, the presenee of the 
court, emptied the contents of a _ shot- 
guninto St. Clair’s body: Court adjourned. 
The funeral was largely attended. Carter was 
aequitted. ; 

Thomas Buford continued to live, a bathe- 
lor, on the old homestead, with his mother 
and maiden sister. He inherited a good es- 
tate, was hospitable, frank, truthful, unsus- 
picious and so slow to quarrel in his youth 
that some who did not understand him doubt- 
ed his game. Awkward and rather blunt in 
speech, he was made sport of by some of his 
more polished acquaintances, who did not 
scruple to ridicule his manners even 
while eating his mutton. It wasa oy’ time 
before it penetrated his slow mind that he was 
being insulted and that it was necessary for 
him to resentit. When at last this was com- 
prehended it took such possession of him 
as to seclude all other thoughts. In his unso- 
phisticated good nature he had sent a present 
of sausage meat to a very beautiful and bril- 
liant city lady, by whom he had been attract- 
ed. Meeting'her and others upon the street 
one duy, he invited the party to partake of 
some refreshments in an ice-cream saloon. 
Just to quiz him the gentleman called for the 
most costly champagne and other expensive 
luxuries, so that instead of a trifle Buford 
found the bill more than the contents of his 
pocket-beok. A communication appeared in 
the Louisville Times narrating these incidents 
and others of a similar nature, not calling 
Buford by name, but describing him in such 
terms that identification could not fail, ridicul- 
ing him most unmercifully, and applying to 
him derisive and insulting epithets. Light 
broke upon Buford’s duliness; he was being 
made a buttoef by hisfriends. Immediately 
upon reading the paper he started to Louis- 
ville, ascertained at the Galt House that Col. 
Theodore O’Hara. the editor of the Times, 
Was in the bar-room; walked up to and asked 
bimif his name was O’Hara (never having 
seen him previously); on being answered in 
the affirmative, asked again if he was the re- 
sponsible editor of the Times; being answered 
a second time affirmatively hesaid: ‘‘My name 
is Buford, and k’ve come to whip you for 
publishing the insulting article concerning me 
in your puaper,’’ and at = onee struck 
him in the face, and continued to 
beat .and kick him until O’Hara was well 
near lifeless. O’Hara was a man of knightly 
courage; he acknowledged himself in fault for 
publishing such an article, and so soon as he 
recovered made Buford a handsome apology. 
But Buford believed there were others behind 
©’ Hara and he was not satisfied to leave them 
unpunished. Growing out of this affair other 
difficulties came upon him, but never with 
those whom he blamed. One day he was 
standing on the street in conversation when 
he was interrupted by John H. Morgan, who 
gave him the lie. Buford was not armed,and 
saw that Morgan was; so, witha quiet laugh, 
he made Morgan a polite bow, saying: ‘*I’m 
very much obliged to you; good morning, 
sir.’’ **No,’’ said Morgan, ‘‘I say you are 
a d——d liar, now.’’ ‘‘I am all the more 
obliged to you; good morning, sir; you'll 
hear from me again,’’ said Buford, lifting his 
hat and walking away, still laughing lowly. 
He at once wrote and sent a peremptory chal- 
lenge, naming Dr. A. K. Marshall as his 
friend. It wasaccepted, but the matter was 

arranged between Dr. Marshall and Col. 
o. Be Hawkins, who acted for 

Morgan, on terms = satisfactory to Buford’s 

wounded honor. It was not Morgan whom he 

desired to fight, or from whom he believed his 
wrong had come, and he was willing thit the 
matter should bo adjusted, provided the hasty 
insult were withdrawn. It was not long after 
this. in 1853 or 1854, when he met with George 
Hi. Thomas at the Blue Lick Springs. The 
latter Was a map of talent and cultivation, and 
of the most unquestioned courage, excitable, 
passionate, quick to take and to give offense, 
and whom nothing could satisfy save the com- 
plete abasement of any one with whom he 
quarreled. Thomasat once manifested a pur- 
pose to foree a difficulty upon Buford, who 
passively submitted to his repeated and un- 
provoked insults, and avoided him. Buford 
bore Thomas no ill will; believed he had been 
seton by others; did not want to kill him, 
and preferred to endure rather than doso. 
But his motives were misconstrued, attrib- 
uted to timidity, and the offensive conduct 
Was persisted in. | Later they happened to- 
gether in the billiard saloon in the Pheonix 

Hotel in Lexington. ‘Thomas was  play- 

ing, and became engaged in an _ al- 

tercation concerning’ the game. Bu- 
ford thoughtlessly volunteered a suggestion, 
for the purpose of pacifying the disputant. 
Thomas turned upon him, cursed and de- 
nounced him. Buford saw the hand of more 
than one man thrust under his coat-tail, and 
drznk in the situation at aglance. As usual, 
he laughed. ‘‘Gentlemen,’’ saidhe, ‘‘I 
spoke as a peacemaker, and I’m not going to 
be forced intoa fight myself because I have 
tried to make peace between others. I did 
not come here for a difficulty, and I don’t in- 
’ tend to bave one.’’ Withthat he lifted his 
dat and left the room. 

The next day, when Buford was talking 
with a lady upon the old fair-grounds, Thom- 
as came up, passed between them, drew the 
lady away, turning his back on Buford. This 
‘was the straw that broke the camel’s back. 


The imperturbable, detiberate, dead game | 


man was fully aroused, though not in the 
least excited. He waited coolly until hefsaw 
Thomas alone, then walked up to him and 
. asked Thomas if he had intended to insult 
him. With his mene sneer Thomas 
replied: ‘‘Why, sir, never run a 
man down. was satisfied with what 
I said to you last night.’’ Buford imme- 
diately struck him full in the face, knocking 
him down, and then kicked and stamped on 
him: The two men were complete contrasts. 
Thomas tall and slender, thin-flanked, ee: 
stem legs. and long aquiline nose; quick, but 
not athletic; temper like a tender boy; brave, 
but too tempestuous for much_execution. 
Buford, altout five feet nine -inches high, 
broad-shouldered, slightly rounded; deep 
chest, thick-bodied, strong arms and sturdy 
lega; rather low forehead, and a small blue 
eye; the calmest, cvolest man alive, slow 
to anger, but utterly implacable when in- 
jured; impossible to force into a difii- 
culty when against his will, and equally im- 
possible to throw off his guard. Bystanders 
_ interfered and Thomas rose. He dusted his 
hat with his handkerchief, and then wiped the 
blood from his face: bowed as coolly as Buford 
could have done, said he would soon be heard 
from,and walked away. He proceeded to Lex- 
ington, armed himself;and at once returned, 
looked for Buford, waited until he had caught 
his eye, and then at once fired on him. The 
ot missed, but struck a negro woman, 
whom it dangerously wounded. ‘{n an in- 
stant Buford had his revolver leveled, and 
Thomas completely covered, but re were 
Jadies running behind Thomas and in the range 
of Buford’s fire, and one of them would almost 
certainly have been killed bad the ball passed 
beyond Thomas. Seeing this, Buford lowered 
his pistol to his side, shifted his position, wait- 
ed until the women were out of range. receiv- 
ing two from Thomas in the 
meantime, then fired quickly, but could not 
see Thomas distinctly from the smoke of the 
latter’s pasee, and mi - A second time 
he pulled the trigger, but the cap 
snapped. Witha laugh he took fresh caps 
from his vest-pocket, put one on the tube, 
fired, amyl Thomas, who all the time had been 
shooting at him, fell. In the meantime, Fer- 
guson, a handsome dandy friend of Thomas, 
rushed toward the Jatter with a fresh pistol. 
Abe Buford saw this, and cried out, ‘‘D—n

Indian could have performed the job with a 
knife. Then the two giants hada tumble, 
over one another, Ferguson receiving a ter- 
rible beating. 

Tom Buford did draw his knife, -but made 
for Ferguson instead of Thomas. He was 
caught before he could use it. By this time 
Buford began to be understood, and his ene- 
mies let himalone. Thomas was engaged in 
blockade running, and died of consumption in 
Cuba during the war. After this, being chal- 
lenged by J. C. Johnston, of Louisville, he 
chose pistols at six paces, but there was no 
fight. He also tried to force a difficulty with 
Gen. Wm. Nelson, but that officer would not 
gratify him. 

Some years after the occurrences narrated 
above, Thomas Buford’s brother Henrv at- 
tacked him, shot at him half a dozen times, 
one taking effect in his hand. Thomas Buford 
was fully armed, but would not fire at his 
brother to save his own life, and walked away, 
telling Henry that he did not wish to hurt

| made in Tennessee, the speaker would be 


hung. ‘*What.’’ said Buford, who over- 
heard him, *‘are not Union men allowed to 
express their sentiments in Tennessee?’’ 
‘*No, sir.’’ ‘*Do you mean to say that. you 
are in favor of violence toward Union men 
who talk in that way in Tennessee?’’ ‘* Yes.’’ 
**Then, my deur, you must not talk secession 
in Kentucky. Shut right up, and don’t open 
your mouth again. I desire no difficulty. 
But, if you giveatterance to another seces- 
sion sentiment in Frankfort, you will havea 
very large-sized difficulty on your hands. 
You must leave town on the first train.’’ He 
learned something of Buford’s character and 
left. 
Tne account of his holding at bay the sheriff 
of Henrv county and bis posse is so recent as to 
be familiar. When the decision against him was 
first rendered by the Court of Appeals, about 
a year ago, persons in Frankfort who knew 
Buford expressed themselves as satisfied that 
he would kill the judge, not from any threat 
that he had made, but from a knowledge of 
the man and of the view he had taken of 
his own case. He would walk the floor of 
the large office of the Capitol, his face 
looking calm, stern and sorrowful, say- 
ing little to any one, evidently broouing over 
bis imaginary wrong, but actual im- 
overishment. He made up his mind then to 
il] if the case should finally go against bim, 
and he has never wavered from that purppse. 
I have known bim for nearmlya quarter of a 
century, and I believe his statement that he 
did not intend to assassinate Judge Carter, 
and had relinquished his purpose to kill 
Judge Pryor on account of the latter’s wife 
and ebildren. He had the power to select the 
victim of his vengeance, and chose Judge El- 
liott. He did not give warning, for that would 
have frustrated his purpose. Had a thousand 
men stood with their muskets 
ready to shoot him down it 
would not have availed to have de- 
terred bim, but he would have been rather 
giad to have the finality then and there. A 
man of strong passions, they have no safety 
valve in muscular excitement, but seem still 
and deep. It is not true, as stated in the 
Commercial, that he has killed three men. 
Not the murder itself, but the coolness, de- 
liberation with which it was done, and his 
indifference to the consequences are character- 
istic of his whole life. ‘The only inconsistency 
lean detect is the expression of momentary 
compunction for what he had done, after 
having so long weighed it. 
The Insanity Dodge for Buford.

We do not offer any palliation for the awful 
crime he has committed, nor do we for a mo- 
ment plead his utterruin as an excuse for 
the terrible, damning sin of murder, and that 
of an unoffending judicial officer who was not 
at all responsible for his losses, but we do 
claim ané@~honestly believe that constantly 
brooding over these things for six long 
years unsettled a mind already strange- 
ly geared. We also know that he 
had a very strong hereditary tendency to in- 
sanity, and, when this last fell blow descended 
upon bim, believe it rendered him an irra- 
tional rhaniac, and that the act of killing the 
instruments by which his ruin had been 
wrought became to him a work of stern neces- 
sity. He lost a brother vears ago by an awful 
tragedy, who was known to be violently insane 
for years before his tragic death. A young 
and beautiful sister died a helpless lunatic in 
ber young woianhood, and an_aunt on his 
mother’s side was furnished a home in his 
father’s house during years of lunacy. All 
these facts, together with his own eccentrio 
habits aud conduct, prove him to have lost the 
control of his rexsoning faculties, and his con- 
duct and conversation at the time of the kiil- 


evidences of a reason dethroned. He was al- 
ways a brave and generous gentieman, and no 
one who knows him intimately could think 
him eapable of cold-blooded butchery and the 
slayer of an unarmed victim save as a result of 
lunacy. That of itself, being so far foreign to 
any act of his hfe, goes a long way to prove 
that his hereditary calamity has fallen upon 
him, and is alone responsible for the terrible 
tragedy that to-day makes mourning in all 
our land.

Martin Botsdech’s Words to His 
Wife and Little Ones 


Before Blowing His Brains Out 
This Morning. 


Coroner’s Inquest on the Body---Whisky the 
Cause of All the Treuble. 


Word reached the Four Courts at a few 
minutes after 9 o’clock this morning that the 
‘body of an unknown man was lying dead wich 
a hole through his head, beside a fence on the 
southwest corner of Geyer and Carondelet 
avenues. The reporter was soon at 
the point indicated. A score of 
persons stood around the dead body. Three 
of these,the wife,mother and sister of the de- 
ceased, were crying loudly and presented a 
really pitiful appearance. The dead man lay 
on bis back. A round hole inthe right tem- 
ple told where the bail had entered 
av accomplished tts mission, while 

toy revolver lving beside 
the corpse indicated the weapon employed to 
do the work.Coroner Auler was soon on hand, 
and after viewing the body repaired with the 
reporters to the house directly in front of 
where the corpse was found, for the purpose 
of holding an inquest. 

MRS. WASSMAN, 

the owner of this house, said that she had 
heard the report of a revolver 
at about 8:15 o’clock this morning. 
Running out into the yard she looked over 
the fence and saw a man lying motionless on 
the ground beside the fence railing, with his 
face downwards. She immediately informed 
her neighbors of the fact, and with their aid 
the man was turned over, and upon examin- 
ation of the features found to be Martin Bots- 
dech, a German, a _ collar maker by 
trade, twenty-eight years ef age, mar- 
ried and living on Sterling, between 
Lynch and Pestalozzi streets. His family 


+ were at once notified and reached the scene 


afew moments after the finding of the body. 
After the woman had made her statement, 
Catharine Botsdech, 
THE WIFE OF THE DECEASED, 
was called and stated that on Monday last 
she and her husband had quarreled over his 
failing to provide for and supporther. He 
wanted a $2 bill which she had in her pos- 
session, but she refused to give it up as it was 
the only money she had in the house. Upon 
her refusing he threatened to make away with 
himself, but as he had often made threats of a 
Similar character before, she did not feel 
alarmed, buttold him to do as he pleased 
about drowning or shooting himself. Martin 
had, always been a drinking 
man but of late he had 
indulged in sprees more frequently than usual. 
They were married four years and were the 
possessors of three children, two boys and one 
girl. The latter, the eldest, is three years of 
age. Whisky was the cause of all her and her 
husband’s trouble. When sober he was a 
good father and industrious man, but when 
in liquor he was not only the opposite 
etc. After

FOLLOWING WORDS: 

**Katharina—Good-bye. I took my life 

just on account of you. When I wrote this 


There was no signature attached to the end 
of this note, but the wife at once recognized 
the handwriting as that of her husband. 

Other witnesses testified to the intemperate 
habits of the deceased, and his quarrelsome 
disposition when under the influence of liquor. 
This ended the taking of testimony, 
and the Coroner therefore rendered a verdict 
of suicide. Mrs. Botsdech, when asked 
whether she wanted to bury the corpse or 
whether she wanted the city to perform that 
ceremony, answered that she had only $2 in 
the house, and did not see where she could 
obtain any more money either to defray the 
funeral expenses or procure the necessaries of 
life for herself and little ones. The Coroner 
appreciated her condition, 
have the body buried and its 
marked so thatifshe, atany time, felt like 
having them reinterred in any other more suit- 
able ground, she could do so. The body was, 
therefore, placed in a pine coffin and removed 
tothe potter’s field.

River Improvement. 

CANCINNATI, April 3.—A committee of ten 
prominent river men, appointed by the recent 
river convention to examine into Capt. 
Cowden’s plan for the improvement of rivers, 
made a report to-day recommending the 
adoption of the plans presented 
by Captain Cowden for the  reclam- 
ation of overflowed lands in _ the 
Mississippi Valley, by artificial outlets 
for the waters at various points 
along the line of the Mississippi 
River. And they further recommend 
that a convention be held at St. Louis and an 
excursion made to New Orleans by steamer, 
and that all Senators, members of Congress 
and others interested in cheap transportation 
be invited to attend. The committee also indorse 
the resolutions passed by the New Orleans 
Commercial Convention last December, and 
respectfully request the Governors of the 
several States bordering on the 
Mississippi river to appoint commis- 
sioners on behalf of their respective 
States named in said resolutions, 
believing that thereby a perma- 
nent fountain head will be established, 
from which such special information may be 
disseminated as will eventually secure the 
accomplishment of the desired end.
